Elba council terminates police officer

The Elba City Council took ac- 
tion Monday night to fire the police 
officer who had been the subject of 
several executive sessions. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood rec- 
ommended the council terminate the 
patrolman and after still another ex- 
ecutive session, lasting 35 minutes, 
the mayor asked for a motion to ter- 
minate. He received that motion 
from Council member Gladys Yel- 
verton. When there was no second, 
Haywood passed the gavel and sec- 
onded the motion himself, With no 
further discussion, Officer Dale 
Grimes was terminated on a unan- 
imous vote of the council. Police 
Chief Bruce Peacock was authorized 
to issue a termination letter to the pa- 
trolman, 

In other police business, Peacock 
reported the promotion of four of- 
ficers, Randy White was named as- 
sistant chief; Freddie Hanchey was 
promoted to Captain and named to 
head the three member _in- 
vestigations team; Johnny Senn and 
Doug Wecks were both promoted to 
Sergeant. 

Council member Brad Wilson ex- 
pressed disapproval of having an as- 
sistant chief. He reminded both the 
chief and the mayor that he had op- 
posed any such appointment when 
he first heard it was being con- 
sidered. Wilson said he didn’t feel 
such a small department needed any- 
one with that title. 

Haywood pointed out that was his 
(the chief's) prerogative ...‘‘you 
hired him to run the department.” 
The mayor continued by telling the 
council he had told the new chief to 
realign the department as he saw fit, 
but only the city council could give 
pay increases. 


Council member John W, Sharp- 
less asked about compliance with a 
federal court order (regarding Of- 
ficer Freddie Hanchey), He was as- 
sured the order was being followed. 
Sharpless also expressed concern 
that there were too many people 
shuffling papers and the department 
was top heavy. 

A lengthy discussion then took 
place over placing White on a 
Straight salary, rather than hourly 
pay. Peacock’s argument was that it 
would save the city money. Rather 
than paying the assistant chief time 
and half for overtime, he would be 
on straight time. 

A motion by Sharpless and sec- 
onded by Yelverton, to not make the 
salary change failed on a three-two 
vote, However the mayor noted they 
had spent enough time on that matter 
and no other motion was made, thus 
leaving the salary on an hourly basis, 

The activity report given by Chief 
Peacock revealed the department had 
responded to 474 calls during the 
past two weeks. They had filed 21 
offense reports, including one crim- 
inal arrest. The officers had issued 
five traffic tickets, including one for 
DUI. They had responded to five 
traffic accidents, resulting in no per- 
sonal injuries. 

He also told council members that 
the two trained dmig/crowd control 
dogs would be arriving Friday. Spe- 
cial trainers will stay at least one 
week to insure local officers know 
how to handle the dogs. 

The council approved buying 
three bullet proof vests at $470 each. 
An effort last month to buy a num- 
ber of vests at close-out prices 
failed, because of prior sale. 

The council also approved pur- 
chase of a new radar unit for the new 
police car. Both items repiace like

County Commission appoints PBA board members

Another giant step was taken to- 
ward the construction of a new 
courthouse in Enterprise during 
Monday’s meeting of the Coffee 
County commission. 

Nine individuals were appointed 
to the Public Building Authority 
(PBA) with each commissioner nom- 
inating a member from his district 
and two at-large members being 
named to the board collectively by 
the commission. 

It was determined, by the com- 
missioners, that the board of direc- 
tors’ terms on the PBA would be 
Staggered at 2, 4 and 6 years. 

After the seven nominations from 
the commissioners were made, and 
who the two at-large members 
would be, all the names were placed 
in a box. The first three names 
drawn were to serve for 6 years, the 
next three for 4 years and the re- 
maining three for 2 years. 

The following is a list of the indi- 
viduals who will serve on the PBA, 
the commissioner nominating them, 
and their term of office, who will 
serve on the PBA: 

*Orie Parrish nominated by Com- 
missioner Jack Hanson, Dist.

Courts getting tough with past dues

The 12th Judicial Circuit an- 
nounced last Friday, defendants who 
are past due on paying court costs, 
fines, and restitution to victims of 
crime had better pay up. 

Joel Folmar, who is district attor- 
ney for the 12th Judicial Circuit, was 
joined by Presiding Circuit Judge 
Gary McAliley in announcing that a 
Cost Recovery Pro is being ini- 
tiated in Coffee and Pike counties, 

“This program will include en- 
forcing the collection of delinquent 
restitution, fines and court costs 
from convicted defendants,” Folmar 
said 


“This program will be a joint effort 


between the District Attomey’s Of- 
fice, the Circuit Clerks’ Offices and 
the Courts of this Circuit.” 

Folmar noted that no additional 
revenues will be required to fund 
this program, since a delinquent as- 
sessment against the defendants will 
finance the enforcement unit, 

The district attorney noted that a 
warning is issued at this time to any- 
one who is delinquent in payment of 
restitution, fines or court costs, and 
are advised to pay up immediately, 

Target date to begin enforcement 
is set for January 1, 1996, At that 
time, defendants who are delinquent 
could be facing jail, Anyone with a 
delinquent payment should report to 
the Circuit Clerks’ Offices immedi- 


udge McAliley signed a court or- 
der directing Circuit Clerks to issue 


a capias warrant for the arrest of any 
defendant in a Circuit Court case or 
a District Court case who the clerks 
determine owes a fine, costs or resti- 
tution and has not made a payment 
within a 90-day period. 

“For many years, in the past, the 
judicial system has focused on pro- 
tecting the rights of the accused,” 
said McAliley, “It’s well past ime 
that we shift the spotlight of justice 
over to protecting the rights of the 
victims that have been so many 
years forgotten,” 

District Attorney Folmar thanked 
Senator Dwight Adams, Senator 
Wendell Mitchell, Representative 
Garreth Moore, and Representative 
Steve Flowers for providing the leg- 
islation to be used as a tool in seeing 
that victims are restituted due losses 
they incurred as victims of crime.

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LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 


Dear Editor, 


Courageous Elbians have a histo- 
ry of overcoming floods and deficits. 

Our beautiful town of Elba is lo- 
cated just below the confluence of 
Whitewater Creek and Pea River, 
which are two beautiful streams 
flowing within magnificent moral 
rock walls, with occasional sand 
bars, lined with magnolia, bay, and 
white birch trees, Who could believe 
two such beautiful streams of water 
could turn into such a monster. We 
too soon forget and don't take proper 
precautions to prevent this from oc- 
curring again. Being an Elba native, 
I am most concerned about our town 
and the people that live here that I 
love so much, 

Our town is probably a full 50 
feet above the low water mark, It is 
evident to me that man's hands and 
minds can overcome these two 
peaceful streams that can suddenly 
become seething flood waters. 

The first flood which I have 
knowledge of, though I am sure 
there were others, was the flood of 
1888 when our town was completely 
inundated with great destruction, 
The typical strong willed Elba citi- 
zens lost their property, but not their 
spirits and good humor, The loss of 
our good people of the town was in- 
calculable, but they came back, bet- 
ter and stronger, I imagine the typi- 
cal thought of the people was this 
freak of nature could not happen 
again, Then in 1929 it happened 
again, Our town was again complete- 
ly inundated with great destruction. I 
don’t know if it could not have been 
the worst possible time, because the 
citizens were experiencing one of 
the worst times of our American his- 
tory, the Great Depression. The 
strong willed, never to be defeated, 
courageous Elbians with unbelieva- 
ble fortitude came back again. We 
over came the flood and the Great 
Depression, 

Soon after World War II, which 
was also very taxing to our econo- 
my, the Elba citizens did not find it 
difficult to do a little bragging, for 
they believed they had a lot to brag 
about. Elba had come a long way 
since the Flood of 1929, which left 
the town broke and practically dead. 
Its water system had been swept 
away. Its sewers were covered with 
mud, and most of its business hous- 
es were ruined. The city was in debt, 
couldn’: even pay interest on its 
bonds, and was one hop away from 
receivership. In the 50's, a little over 
twenty years later, our town was a 
picture of small town prosperity. 
Our town had total assets in the 
neighborhood of $400,000. The 
town owned its own electrical plant. 
Elba was actually outgrowing itself. 

In the 1930's Elba citizens first 
began to realize our flood threats 
could be defeated, and I concur, they 
can, An embankment against the rain 
water was constructed. This is our 
levee. We were just a step away 
from being successful, as it proved 
in March of 1990 when the sirens 
wailed after the levee broke just east 
of the Troy Highway. It was report- 
ed that the Flood of 1990 was worse 
than the Flood of 1929, the main rea- 
son being the levee held the water in 
the town like a big fish pond dam. It 
is believed that for a small town like 
Elba, with a limited economic base, 
it would be hard for us to come 
back, That is the biggest bunch of 
malarkey I have ever heard. Whoev- 
er made that statement just didn’t 
know the unbelievable fortitude we 
Pea River folks have. We have done 
it before and we can do it again. If 
you are not one of us, I can under- 
stand why you just might believe 
this 


As opposed to the early 1950's, 
when the town had assets of over 
$400,000, and was a picture of small 
town prosperity, here we are in the 
late 90's operating in a deficiency, 
especially of assets, “DEFICIT”. 
City officials are operating our town 
on borrowed money and having to 
renew the loans after maturity dates. 
The city government had to impose a 
ficit, 
and at the same time was entertain- 
ing imposing a payroll tax as well. 
You may ask why we are in such a 
financial condition, In my opinion, 
and to the best of my belief, you 
can’t just fire or terminate city em- 
ployces on alleged discrepancies. 

We are now living in the 90's, to 
stop plaintiff's from winning law 
suits, first off terminations cannot be 
political and frivolous, and person- 
nel policies have to be followed to 
the letter, To terminate employees 
you first have to document the dis- 
crepancies, they cannot be me al- 
leged. In most cases you confer with 
the employee, with witness, and this 
meeting is documented, with the em- 
ployee given a copy of discrepancies 
discussed, If the discrepancies con- 
tinue after this initial meeting with 
the mayor, clerk, and department 
head, action can be taken for termi- 
nation by the vote of mayor and 
council, if the employee desires, he 
or she is entitled to a personnel hear- 
ing with their attorney present, if 
they desire, The personnel board 
may elect to hold with the termina: 
tion or reinstate the employee, If this 
procedure is not followed, as it has 
not been in the past, it's just going to 
be another $50,000 or so ou 
city is going w have w pay w the 
disgruntled employee, and his or her 


attorney. Lawsuits and attorney fees 
during this administration, along 
with a lawsuit that came from the 
previous administration that was 
won by a plaintiff in a civil action 
for $100,000 when our town was not 
insured, the $400,000 assets we 
bragged about in the 50's, well that’s 
about what the law suits and attorney 
fees cost us in the 90's, 

The levee was patched where it 
broke and the water came into our 
town, and patched where it went out 
of our town. To the trusting citizen 
who thought they were being pro- 
tected, I hate to inform you the job 
was not finished. The flood gates 
and storm sewer gates have not been 
repaired and some don’t work. In 
1994 I watched the water rise as it 
came in from beneath the levee at 
the end of Newton Street, with 
Butch and Marsha Oggs, measuring 
it as it crept toward their home, at 
least every hour on the hour. The 
area around the school was a huge 

nd. All this water could not have 

en just rain water! I watched the 
water rising along Putman, Davis, 
and Plant where it intersects with 
Guyton. I saw three eruptions com- 
ing up out of the ground that looked 
like geysers at Yellow Stone Nation- 
al Park. Our citizens were frantically 
stacking sandbags around them, wa- 
ter was getting up into the homes of 
my friends, I felt so helpless as I 
tried to help them, being sympathetic 
was not even measurable. I waded 
through waist deep water with Joann 
King to her home to get a few things 
out. I watched Garth Lindsey load- 
ing office desks and files. I could not 
help him because I had recently had 
major surgery. The water crept to- 
ward my friends’ homes, the Hud- 
sons and Adkinsons, who had not 
too long ago renovated their homes. 
After the water went down, twice I 
talked to the mayor about repairing 
the flood gates. As to this date I am

When asked about the color of the 
lockers, Dr. Ingram said that she thought 
that red and black would look good and 
that the colors would be in keeping with 
school colors. 

The lockers rent for $6 a year which 
includes a lock. The entire $6 was 
charged this year because the old lock- 
ers have been used since school started 
with no fee being charged. Students who 
rented lockers had to sing a Locker Ren- 
tal Contract that made the student re- 
sponsible for keeping the locker clean, 
This includes, but is not limited to, plac- 
ing posters, stickers, mirrors, or hooks 
on a locker. It also includes writing on a 
locker, 

Another important part of the con- 
tract is the Locker Inspection Agree- 
ment. It says, “The school reserves the 
right to inspect student lockers for any 
maintenance related reasons or whenev- 
er the administration has belief that 
some substances or other material is 
contained therein which is illegal, harm- 
ful to the safety of the student or the stu- 
dent body as a whole, or significantly 
disruptive of or dangerous to the overall 
discipline of the school.” 

The locks have a three-number com- 
bination. Each lock is also key con- 
trolled for security and emergency pur- 
poses. Dr. Ingram said, “If students will 
use the lockers it will be a safe place to 
put their books and valuables during the 
day." A $10 replacement fee is charged 
if the padlock is lost. 

There are 144 brand new lockers that 
are being funded at the local and county 
levels. Locker rental fees will also be 
used for the funding, The best of the old 
lockers are being refurbished so that 
they will be a secure place for student 
belongings.

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As nation’s top Division II player 
McKinnon wins Harlon Hill Trophy 


University of North Alabama 
linebacker Ronald McKinnon 
defied the odds Friday night and 
became the first defensive player in 
the 10-year history of the Harlon 
Hill Trophy to be named as the 
NCAA Division II “College Foot- 
ball Player of the Year,” 

The award winner is determined 
in voting by the Division II sports 
information directors and was pre- 
sented in front of a crowd of almost 


800 at the tenth annual Harlon Hill 
Trophy awards banquet, at the Flor- 
ence Conference Center. 

The selection of a defensive 
player as a national player of the 
year is almost unprecedented in 
NCAA football history. No de- 
fensive player has ever won the 
Heisman Trophy, the Division 1- 
AA Walter Payton Trophy or the 
Division III Gagliardi Trophy. 

McKinnon, of Elba, is a four- 


time first-team All-Gulf South Con- 
ference selection and three-time 
consensus All-American, and re- 
ceived the second highest vote total 
in the award’s 10-year history. He 
received 188 total points, including 
40 first-place votes, and received 
votes on 82 of the 123 ballots cast. 
McKinnon also became the first 
player from the University of North 
Alabama to win the award named

Short hay crop 
this year 


This year we had a very short hay 
crop. Many peanut growers will be 
considering the vines for hay. This 
article is written from a soil nutrient 
standpoint. When you remove the 
vines for hay, are you taking more 
nutrients out of the soil than what 
those peanut vines are worth? The 
answer to this is no. 

When we look at soil nutrients, 
we are talking about six major ele- 
ments, These are nitrogen, phosphor- 
uS, potassium, magnesium, ‘sulfur, 
and calcium. Let’s look at each of 
these elements and how removing 
these elements in the hay affects 
your soil for next year’s crop. 

First of all, let’s look at nitrogen. 
Nitrogen leaches very readily. If you 
don’t remove the nitrogen by taking 
the vines now, the nitrogen in the 
soil will be leached out by winter 
rains, The same nitrogen that is in 
your soil now will be be there next 
spring. 

How about phosphorus? Our soil 
has large reservoirs of phosphorus. 
Much of this is not readily available. 
When you remove phosphorus, it 
does release more phosphorus from 
those reservoirs. The phosphorus 
that is removed in the vines is negli- 
gible. Phosphorus does not leach 
from the soil. When you apply phos- 
phorus in the form of fertilizer, the 
plant there never uses all of the 
phosphorus that is applied. 

Potash does leach slowly, and 
some potash is removed when you 
take the vines. If your soil is high in 
potash and you are only taking the 
hay off about every two years, you 
are not in much danger of depleting 
that supply. In one ton of peanut hay 
there is between 18 and 24 pounds 
of potash. At 20¢ a pound of potash, 
that would be only $4. That same 
amount of potash can be returned to 
the soil by adding 100 pounds of 0- 
0-20. 

The next element is magnesium. 
Dolomitic limestone is our major 
source of lime, so our soils in Cof- 
fee County are high in magnesium. 
Every time you add one ton of dolo- 
mitic lime, you are adding approxi- 
mately 240 pounds of magnesium to 
the soil. 

Yes, the peanut vines do take out 
a little sulfur. Sulfur has never been 
know to be found deficient in pea- 
nuts. Sulfur in sandy soils does 
leach down to the clay layer, so sul- 
fur deficiency can be a problem in 
our corn and small grains. However, 
every time it rains a little sulfur is 
added back to the soil and the sulfur 
taken Out in peanut vines is very 
small. 

What about the calcium? Some 
calcium is removed in the peanut 
vines. Here again, we are liming our 
peanut land about every two to four 
years. In one ton” of lime there is 
between 700 and 800 pounds of cal- 
cium added to our soil. *
